FEEBLE MINDEDCAUGHT 
IN FIRE APPEAR AMUSED 


Attendants Have Difficulty Re- 
moving 
Thousand 
Patients 


from Burning Recreation Hall 


Xew York, March IS.—Scores of 


patients at (he Manhattan St&te hos- 
pital on Ward's Island, many of them 
feeble mir ded, were rescued tonight 
by attendants who carried them from 
the one-stj y recreation nail in which 
lire broke out while they were at- 
tending a motion picture show. The 
building was destroyed and for a time 
it was feared the fiarues would spread 
to other structures, housin; several 
thousand patients. 


A member of the hospital staff saw 


flames shooting from the recreation 
hall and notified the telephone opera- 
tor in the main building \vho spread 
the alarm. Then a rescue party was 
hastily organized. 


For a time it seemed that attend- 


ants would be unable- to convince the 
feeble mta'led that the lire uas not 
part of the performance being «taged • 
for their benefit. 
They stared at the 


flames and smoke as if fascinated and 
refused to move. 
Finally they were 


lifted and carried from the building. 
Shortly after the hall had been emp- 
tied, the roof caved in. 


Whipped by a stiff wind, the ap- 


paratus on the island, which is sit- 
uated in the East river had difficulty 
in checking the fire, caused by a short 
circuit. It was extinguished, how- 
ever, shortly before midnight. 


While the fire Was raging, window 


curtains were drawn in the hospital 
wards BO that the sight would not 
alarm any patients. 


Many patients, after !ea\ing the 


hall, wandered about the island. It 
took several hours for attendants to 
round them up.

Stefansson Declares Substitution of 
>' 


Concrete Hutt Would Bring 


Death to the Natives. 


The movements to modernize the 


Eskimo by providing him with con- 
crete huts In place of his picturesque 
snow igloos, as suggested by an offi- 
cial of tho United States bureau of 
fisheries, would be the death of the 
denizens of the Icy North. In (he opin- 
ion of Vilhjalnnir Stefansson. the arc- 
tic explorer. Not only Is the Eskimo 
devoted to his age-long habitation, ns 
the South sea islanders are to their 
traditional garb of flower garlands and 
fresh smiles, but i,e Is far healthier, 
warmer and more comfortable In his 
domed mansion of snow blocks than j 
h« could be In any modern house of 
concrete. 


The statement that the natives of 


the Pribilof islands were about to dis- 
card their snow huts for modern con- 
crete huts, finding the pules of the 
'Bering sea too strong for the former, 
upon which the story of the intended 
change of Eskimo habits was based, 
Mr. Stefansson characterized as too 
silly for discussion. The explorer, talk- 
Injr at his headquarters at the National 
Geographical society building at New 
York, said that the Pribilof islanders 
had never l?ved In snow huts, but In 
wooden hnts, and that farther north, 
where the natives do live In snow 
houses. It would be nest to Impossible 
to conrert them to any other dwell- 
ing. 


"Their Igloo serves as a home for 


two or three weeks," he said. "Then 
they build a new one. Because It Is 
new It Is clean and sanitary. It Is as 
warm and comfortable as your library. 
A candle gives as much Illumination 
as three electric lights, because of the 
Intense whiteness of the snow.

Report* Muat Be Audited, Analyzed 


and Exetaa Profits Determined and 


Ditburacd—Refund* In Many 


Caaaa Will Be Small. 


Washington.—The 
department 
of 


agriculture la winding up the affairs 
of the domestic wool section of the 
war industries board. This work In- 
volves four distinct steps, nnd It seems 
probable that a fifth will be necessary. 


The first step Is to secure, on forms 


furnished by the department, sworn 
reports from the 3,686 country deal- 
ers and tbe 179 distributing dealers 
to whom the war industries board Is- 
sued permits to deal in wool of the 
1918 clip. 


The second Involves the auditing of 


thesa reports In detail to determine 
whether the methods pursued and the 
profits made are In accordance with 
the regulations. 


The third Is the collection of excess 


profits from those persons or firms 
whose reports, after auditing, shov 
that such excess profits were made. 
As rapidly »as they are received by 
the -department, all remittances for 
ercess profits are being deposited as 
a special fund In th« treasury of tbe 
United States. 


Disbursing Exccta Profit*. 


The fourth Is a careful, analysis of 


each report which shows excess profits 
with a view to working out the fair- 
est possible method of distributing 
such profits. 
After this is done, the 


department proposes to disburse the 
excess profits br check of Its own dis- 
bursing officer drawn on the treasury 
of tbe United States. 


The fifth step win be an audit. In 


the field, of the books atid records of 
dealers whose reports for any reason 
seem to make this course advisable. 


The first division of the work has 


been very nearly completed. A rela- 
tively small number of approved deal- 
'ers f'ove failed to make reports, nnd 
It Is believed that the transactions of 
many of lliese were so small as to be 
practically negligible. 


It has been (?c"orered Oint several 


hundred wool dcnlera carried on their 


| business as usual durlnjr 1918 without 


oblntnlng permits. A- tlie nnmes of 
these dea'ers have been a^cprtnined 
they have *>een required to furnish re- 
ports siml'ar In respect to those re- 
quired <Vom permit holders and to pay 
over their excels profits whenever It 
appears that they have made more 
than the regulations allowed. In oth- 
er words, they are not allowed to de- 
rive any advantage from bavin? oper- 
ated In ignorance or violation of the 
regulations. The discovery of many 
of these unauthorized dealers was Im- 
possible tint!! the reports of tbe 179 
dealers In distributing centers were 
audited, since the entire xrmtl clip of 
the country eventually passed through 
their books either as purchases or 
consignments. 


Tb* second division of the work, 


that of auditing the reports received, 
!s progressing rapidly ns the force 


j available will permit, and ll;e collec- 


tion of excess profits proceeds ns the 
audit of each separate case Is com- 
pleted. 


Pay All at Same Time. 


As rapidly as p-teess profits are re- 


ceived from any-dealer they are ap- 
portioned to the Individual growers 
to the extent to which their identity 
Is disclosed; but the actual payments 
are being withheld until the collec- 
tion of excess profits Is more nearly 
completed. In order that prsciimlly 
all the growers may receive their 
checks at approximately the same 
Urn*. 


Tbe reports of many country deal- 


ers show no «ce.*s profits. Relatively 
•mall amounts of excess were made 


j by most of the others, and the refunds 


to Individual growers in many cases 
wffl be very small. In ^ther words, 
the refunds will amount in the nsrgre- 
pit* to sereral cents per pound upon 
all the wool which the dealer handled. 


"The Ireater part of all excess prof- 


its." ac^brding to a report of the de- 
partment,^ "appears to have accumu- 
lated l&tbe hands of certain distribut- 
ing center dealers who purchased 


j largely through direct agencies In pro- 
1 ducing sections. Many of tfce di'trlb- 


utiDg center dealers, wbo handled 
wools on consignment only and whose 
profits were necessarily limited to tbe 
commissions paid br tbe government, 
appear to bare BO excess. In the <Jis- 
cnsstoa of this subject ID press, the 
fact ttat nearly two-thirds of the wool 
dip of the country Is so-called ter- 
ritory wool from the Western and Pa- 
cific coast statesi, which was handled 
almost exclusively on coor'pan)»nt«. 
and therefore furnished °n opportva!- 
ty lor the accoiaulatjon 
of excess
